Sir! beg leave to acquaint you, that the 
detaciunent Í some time since lauded opposite 
the Minden, about half a mile to the eastward 
of, Point St. Nicolas, for: the purpose of 
keepiag open the commuuication with the 


Pangerau, and procaring supplies ‘for 
the squadron, was. yesterday. morning, a 
few minutes after dayalight, unexpectedly 


attacked by a considerable body of the enemy, 
oa thetr right, within pistol.shot, which was 
sustained on botù sides,for the space of fif. 
teen minutes, with much obstinacy, when the 


enemy were repulsed, aud retired in cone 


fusion. 

During the attack, É landed from the

a fresh body of the enemy comiag on an 
force, & with remarkablesteadiness, reserving 
their fre til within Áfteen paces, when a 
spirited contest commenced, which was ina 
short time decided in aur favour, the enemy 
finding it impossible to withstand the steady 
determined re of British troops. 

They were. now totally defeated, leavin 
on the ground 44 of their men (a great 
proportion of whom were Europeans), with 
one Captain, two Lientenants, and their 
Adjutants ; and 1 have reason to believe that 
nearly twice that number were waunded, 
remaining in the jungles, and carrisdd off on 
bamboos, as seeu by the natives.

_IN:THE NAME OF THE MOST HIGH. 


We, the representatives ofthe federal pravine 
„ces of. Caraccas, Cnmana, Barmas, Mergal'a, 
Barcelona, Merida, and, Truzillo, constitute 
ing the Confederatign. of. Venezuela, on the 
Southern Continent of. America, in Congress 
assembled ; considering, that we have been in 
the fall entire possession of cur natural rights 
since the 19th of April, 1810, which we re» 
assumed, in consequence of. the. transaction at 
at Bayonne, the abdicatien of the Spanish 
tkrane, by the conquest of Spain, and the ace 
cession ot.a new dynasty, established: without 
our.censent; while we amail. gurselves of ‘tha 
rights of. men, waich have, begn withheld from 
ts by force for more than three centuries, and 
ta which we are.restored;:by the political revo. 
hutians in human affairs, think it becoming to

We deem it unnecessary to insist upon the 
unguestionabie.right which every cenquersd 
country holds to restore.itself to liberty amd 
independence : we pass over in a generoes. sip 
tence, the long series of afkictions, epprcssiung 
aad privations, in which the fatal law of con‚ 
quest has indiscrimjnately involved the discove 
erers, conquerors, and settlers, of these coune 
tries ; whese condition has been made wretch» 
gd by.the very. means. which. should have pra= 
moted their felicity; throwing a veil over 
three centuries of Spanish dominion in. Amerie 
ca, we shall confne ourselves to the zarratiou 
of receut and well known facts, which prove 
how much we have been afBicted; and that 
we should not be involved in the commotions, 
disorders, and conquests which, hare divided 
Spain. … ta 
_ {he disorders in Europe had, increased the 
evils vnder which we before suffered, by obe 
structing complaints, and frustrating the meang 
of redress;  by.autharisingthe.-Govergors 
placed over us by Spain, te insu!tand oppress 
us with impunity, leaving us witheat the. pre» 
tection or support of the laws, 

Ît is contrary to the order of nature, im. 
praeticable. in relation to the Government of 
Spain, and had been most aftlicting to Amerip 
€a, that territories so mach, more extensives 
and a population incomparably raare mumere 
aus, should be subjected and dependant on a 
perinsular corner of the European Gontinenf.

‘Inordér to defeat thé wholesome measures 
ef our natiowal representation, when obliged

No man 
will lend without security ; winhout sees 
ing tie means by which he is to be paid, 
And what security can you give? Sup- 
posing you could get the money, how- 
long isthe wartocoutinùe? 'Ihree years 
is a short calculation. Tlris will saddle 
on the country a debt of one hundred and 
thirty millions. 

And is there really no danger to liberty ? 
Standing armies were formerly dreadel. 
But how, strange metamorphosis of senti- 
ment! standing armies are considered as. 
composed of very ‘different materials: 
they are all patriots now. No; standing 
armies are ever about {he same. The 
most virtuous standing army in the world 
was perhaps that of the revolution. . Yet 
when they were about to be disbanded, 
were it Lot for the virtues of one nuur, like 
whom we shall never see another, we: 
might have been at this moment groaning 
under a military despotism. Yet we are 
told there can be no danger. Circumstan- 
ces may obscure, may extinguish the spirit 
of liberty. How alive we were with ap- 
prehensions when thé provisional army 
was raised a dozen years azo; but then 
we were the outs, now we are the ins: he 
almost feared there was no other just dise 
tinction of political parties. 

Gentlemen may sneer, but # is true, 
that Great Britain is now fighting the 
battles of the world. And what is to suc- 
ceed the downfall of Great Britain! We 
are told that other objects, not America, 
will occupy the ambitious attention of 
Bonaparte ; the miser may prefer a Brie 
tish guinea to a French gaineas but he

Mr. Speaker, Lam now an old man, & 
have 1 much opportunity for obscrva= 
ton. ‘The enlistment of soldiers came 
carly under my notice, I have paid at» 
teution to its progress, both in Britain 
and in the U. States; and from observas 
tion and experience, lam convinced that 
the United States contain very few of 
such people as usually enlist to fill the 
Armies of Europe. We have none that 
are obliged from necessity to enlist in 
order to obtain bread. ‘IT think that I 
may appeal to every member who kears 
nie to support my assertion, that no mu 
in the Urste States, who is industrious, 
is wter the necessity of enlisting for 
that purpose. Labor is well paid for; 
tliose who are obliged to labor for hire 
are well paid and well fed. Fhey are 
uiter no necessity of enlisting to obtain. 
a livelihood, and few of them will do it of 
choice. I know that men, very worth- 
less at home, have, under military diss 
cipline, become excellent soldiers.” But 
these are very few in number, and probas 
bly most of them already engaged; and 
we know they have not filled the ranks 
of our present army, 

The nations or Europe, with whom 
we have relations, are otherwise sitna- 
ted. Atal times there, they have tliou- 
sands who fid great difficulty in earning 
their bread, and who, with their families, 
veona very scanty and uncertain mairs 
tenance. But when war commences, the 
manufactorics and usual channels of cam 
meree are deranged: and by this mcans 
thousands of men are thrown out of em: 
ployment, who are unfit for any other 
business but thatssmall branch of mechans 
ical labor to which they had been ac- 
customed. To these, enlistment in the 
army allords a-comfortable retreat from 
starvalion. Happily the United States 
have no such class of society. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 kope that these obser- 
valions will not be considered as intenda 
ed to cool our ardor in procuring redress 
for the wrongs we have suffered. They 
are intended to invigorate our effective 
exerlions—they are intended to prevent 
a deceplive support. No alternative for 
war is now proposed by any member. 1 
want fo engage in war, if it cannot be 
be avoided, in such a manner as we can 
support it with honor. 1 waat to bring 
all our force into action in (he manner in 
which the people are willing toact. I 
wisb to enlist into the proposed regular 
army, all who can be enlisted into it. I
